Indian Poliea. 

WABHiRGTOlf, Dee. 23.— Indian Agent 
Gkorge Lavghlfai, of Um Standing Rook 
agency, under date of Dec 16, hea 
made a report to the Indian Irarean, 
giving the details of the recent killing 
of Sitting Bnll. Be ean the tro jpe. 
with a guide, left Fort xatea at mid- 
might of the 14th inetant. The Indian 
IK)lic« were given instmctiona to arrest 
Sittinff Bull when the troopa were raf- 
ficiently near to afford them protection 
in cHse of resistance to the arnat. 

At daybre.''k on the lAth the police 
went to Bitting Ball's house ana ear- 
n ondedit. Adttail was sent into the 
house, where Sitting Boll was sleeping 
on the floor, the ramaindar staying out- 
side. They aroused him and announced 
their purpose, at the same time raising 
him to a sitting poaition. He at first 
seemed inclined to offer no resistance 
and thev allowed him to dress, during 
which time ae changed his mind, an- 1 
they took him forcibly from the htn^e. 

By this time the jpcdice were sur- 
rounded bv Sitting Bull's followers, 
memters of ^he ghost dance. The first 
shot was fired by "Catch-the-Bear," 
one of the hostilee, and the lieutenant 
ot polioe, Bemy Tatankspah. (Bull 
Head), who was in command of a de- 
tachment of forty-two men, was struck. 
The fighting, then became general; in 
fact it was hand to hand. Sitting Bnll 
was killed, being shot through the body 
and head in the early part of the fight 
by Bull Head and Maraelns Chankpidu- 
tah. (Red Tomahawk), who each shot 
at mm. Vour policemen were killed 
outright and three wonndei, one of the 
latter dyins at tha agency hospital the 
next monmig. 

Boll Head, tha lieutenant of police, 
was daaaaronaly wounded but may re- 
cover. The ho tHe Indians lost eigh' 
killed and raveral wounded, and were 
driven ftrooi the field by the police. 
They fled up the river, leaving thei^ 
vrivea and families and all their pror 
erty and deal behin 1 them. Two trooiw 
of tha United States cavalry (one hun- 
dred men) a lived on the ground im- 
mediately af .or the fight which had c-- 
cnpied less tban half an hour, taking 
po^iteasion of the camp, its inhabitaats' 
property ani dea>L The military did 
not pursue the fleeing hostiles. The 
latter, the agent ra>s. will doubtless 
fall into the handa m some one of the 
commands moving at the different 
po nts west and souta of tha resen a- 
tion. 

The police returned to the agency tho 
following day, accompanied by the cav- 
alry detachment La/ing charge of the 
remains of the four dead pouoemen, 
Sitting Bull and aleo two prisoner^', 
^ ittin;^ Bull's nephew and "Middle," 
bon uf Little As ina .oine. 

The dead chief s remains are in pos- 
session of tha militar..- at Fort Yatat. 

The agent says the details ot thebr''- 
tle shuw that ihc Indian police bebaved 
noblv and e hibited the best judgment 
and braverv. "Itecogniiion by the gov- 
ernment or their services on this occa- 
sion i^4 1 iv hi>- deserved and should b t 
promptly given w.th a substantial al- 
lovniice lor the families of those who 
are dea I, un l aho lor the survivors to 
show tlu m that tlie government ruco^- 
nizes the great service that has been 
done fur the oonatry. " 

He urges the government to be gener- 
ous in the cases of the four Indian 
volunteers: viz: Orey Ea.^le, Spotted 
Thunder, Otter Ri«be and Young Eagle, 
who iiartit ipated ia the fight, rendering 
good tser.ue. Qrey Eagle. (Gabriel 
Wanblihotah) is one of the judges of the 
court of Indian oienses^and his two 
si.steis are sitting Ball's wives and tm- 
til about seven t-een months ago he was 
Sitting liull's main support. 

Five of tiie ndiau jK),ite were killed 
and tw(t dau^eronsly wounded, while 
eight Indi.'.ns were kill d oat;ightand 
cevtial others bally wounded. "A 
larg ■ iiiai< rity of the Indians at the 
!!itaii<liu.i; Kocic agency, " the agtnt says, 
"are loyal to the government, and uni- 
versal hatislaction is e.\pres8e(l by them, 
as it ends tin- ghost craze here. Courivs 
have 1 eeii .^eiit lo overtake the l;eeiii< 
India .8, a lvi^illg tliem to return to t>.e 
Hgeiu y I r t r the consequences. "

nv- WIN TA ALLY INJURED. 

DlMttroui Kx|ili»>l<>n lu tlie New Jor*«y 
Ht el HO.I Iro I Work*. 

Trknton. N. J., Dec. 28.— About 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon an explo- 
alon oocurrei at tha New Jersey steel 
and iron works, fatally injuring five 
men. A large maea of molten metal, 
known as a^eiadar, " had been taxen 
from one of tue tnmaoes to nnderuo 
the process of coo lag. Thia is done by 
dashing buckets of water upon it alter 
it baa been exposed to uie air long 
enough to somewhat abate the white 
heat ait which it emerges from tha f ur- 
naoee. 

The man in charge of Iha Aimaoe <> 
terminesthe proper time to apply tae 
water, and the men ia readinesa with 
the buckets are re quired to follow hm 
orders. Yesterday one of the helpers. 
Michael Fuda. without waiting for the 
sif^ nal threw his bndteft of water on the 
"dnder" almost as soon asitWMtak . n 
from the fumaoe. Aa t e water sti-ucit 
the hUjte moss thj in.eniely heated 
metal exploded wi,h a d.^i^euing re- 
rort, hurling in all d'jvotions large 
pieces of iron, some of them weighing 
hundreds of pounds. 

Fu..a and his companions, who were 
Stan lin^r aroun.l the "cinder," were 
thrown to the g.onud covered with 
horrible wounds, their clothing and 
tiesh burning and emitting a sickening 
odor. Fuda. who stood a few feat 
nearer to t'l e cinder than the others, 
ha I his eye * burnel com|detaly out. 
In the tacK of Ids neck waa bnrnei a 
le ge hole, and several holes were 
burned in his body. 

Jacob Kresfl had his dothing almost 
antirelv bu ncl off, and waa terribly 
bumed and m.ingled about the body 
and limbs. Cejrge ilUntall had the 
tle.sh Lurne I off many parte of his body, 
|xrK)8ing the bones. 

Michael i^operip had a horrible gaah 
cut in his aluiomen by a flying piece of 
the hot iron and his buras are ao severe 
tliat the physciana have ao hope of his 
recovery. 

Michael Cossalus* buma were so nnm- 
eroas and serious as to render h.m 

almost beyond recognition. 

The injured men were removed to the 
hospital. They are all in a critical con- 
dition and the chaacea of the recovery 
of any of th<'m are small.

Washinoton, Dee. 88.~The Poet to* 

day published the views of a number of 
fouthern congressmen, on a proposition 
which it ;ay • Senator liutler wnl i ring 
foi wan in the senate lefore the debate 
ou t he election » bill closes, for a joint 
resd jtion depriving the negro of his 
right to vuie, and at the »ame time re- 
ducing relatively th3 ScUtheiU repre- 
sentaiion in congress, benatur Butl -r 
i- reiM^rted saying that he will dare Be- 
lUilican senators tj vote for such a 
uieasuie. wnich he declares would re- 
ceive his heariy supiwrt. 

Uenator Pugh declares emphatically 
that the sodtti would not hesitate one 
moment to give up any rtpreientation 
based on the negro vi>te, if by so doing 
it couli forever eliminate the negro as a 
political entity. This, the senator 
thinks, is the nniversid sentiment of the 
southern peoplj and this, be thinns 
could be done by repeating the fifteenth 
ameudmeut to the constitution and rel- 
egating the pjwers back to the states 
again as it was before the adoption of 
that amendment. 

i^nat jr \ ance, of North Carolina, is 
not so favorable to the proposition. He 
says that the whites are numerically the 
strongest in the old north state: that the 
races are living peacefully tog<?ther, and 
that the whites have nothing to gain by 
abridging the negroes' right of suarage. 
As an abstract proposition he is opposed 
to it .The result would be to inject 
into our body politic a large class of cit- 
isens who can neither vote or be voted 
for. They wo ild constitute an element 
of political as well as lodal Pariahs. 
Tliey would be incubus uixm our ma- 
terial prosperity, 'lliey would have 
nothing to appeal to their better in- 
stinct. They wonld lose their maahc od. 
They would ba without responsibiliiy, 
and as such a dangerous element in the 
community. The south, Senator Yance 
says, are gradually working oat tuis 
race problem to a ha. py solution. A 
few years more and it will be solved 
completely. Aa the negro acquires 
raoperty he becomes a better citizen. 
His interest is identical with the whi< e 
men. and with tiii oommuaity of inter- 
est he is quite as desirous of good gov- 
ernment as his white neighbor ia. 

Representative Btockdale, of Miss's- 
eippi, says thnt h.- would be glad lo see 
the negro tinestion taken out from po- i- 
tics in the south, even if this resuit.-d 
in he Imin^ his seat in congress. Ret)- 
lesentative Catooings. of the same 
Ktate, said that to eliminate the neu^ro 
and accept the reduced lepreseutiit.'ou 
Would be a nappy solution of a ve.\ing 
prublem. Pub.ic sentiment in Mi'sis- 
8ip!)i. so far as he was acquainted wi;h 
it, was in favor of this solution. He 

Eoiuted out. however, that the Rei)ub- 
can idea was to retain for the iieg. o 
the right to vote an I yet reduce the 
southern representation, which, how 
ever, would oe unfair to the touth. He 
doee not believe that the Repub'.icans 
will ever adopt such a resjlntion as 
^senator Butler proposes, because it 
would result in the political ruin of 
their party. 

Representative Ontes, <f Alabama, 
says two-tiiirds of the south are in favor 
of reduced ri- presentation in congress 
and the electoral college if, on the other 
hand, the negro population is taken out 
of the apiiortioninent calculation. He 
denies the hepublican claim of twenty 
to twenty-five districts from the south, 
but is willing to concede them some 
^even or eight. He acknowledges that 
the Demoi ratic legislatures in Alabama 
and ISouth Carolina gerrymandered the 
state so that all the biaclc counties were 
throMm into one district in each state. 

Representative Mills, of Texas, says 
that therqnestion does not concern him 
))ersonally, as there are only 70,000 
negrcjes in his state. But he says that 
the Republican jiarty will never consent 
to dislranchiHi' i he negro, even though 
the southern repre; entation was de- 
creased tht reby. If the colored vote 
was eliminaUfd New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, llliii lis. Indiana, Iowa and 
other states would lie Democriitic. for 
the simple reason that the Hejinblican 
ina ority in those states is less than the 
co:or(d vo'.e. Michigan, Connecticut 
and ?>:ass".chuKetts would alao be doubt- 
ful hepablican states.

Chicaoo, Dec. 2.J.— S. A. Keen A 
Oompsny's failure is likelv to reanlt ia 
a aMesnra that Will benefit tha commu- 
nity at laife. Inaamucb aa the failure 
of any banic, whether National, state or 
private, ia apt to produce a reeling of 
ganeral distrust, and especially in times 
cf stria ,'encv of monev, several of the 
prominent bankets of the titj have 
taken tha initiativa in the direction of 
relief. These bankers met i^aturday 
afternoon and called in Levy Mayer, 
the attorney for the creditors in tiia 
Kean case, to advise with thcnn in re- 
gard to a law that will prevent oocor- 
rences like the Kean failure. 

The effect of such a law will be two 
fold—it will prevent an unsuspecting 
public from being cheated out of its 
money, and it will prevent the failure of 
a 1 otton concern causinj; investments to 
be withdrawn from legitimate banking 
channels. Attorney Mayer haa already 
prepared a roui^h dt aft of a bill which u 
to be submitted to a meeting of bankers 
after perfection to be sent to Spring- 
field. It will be one of tha first meat- 
nres that comes before tha next legi^a- 
tnre. Parties who have been closely ac- 
quainted with K can's methods of doing 
business side with Attorney Mayer in 
the opinion that the depositors will re- 
cover no more than twenty canta on the 
doUar. If that is the ease the loss wiU 
be immensp. Taking Kean's own state- 
ment of the liabilities aggregating |>7tl>.- 
OUU the net loss would f .ot up $^l6-.',4< 0: 
but it is more likely that tlie fint state- 
ment —which was male upon careful 
computation and on the baals of raliiUile 
intormation- w-ill p ova correct, name- 
ly that l-'oo, 000 have been sunk in the 
bu^iness of .S. A. Kean & Company.

It has tonit tteen predietrd thstsome 
day ti ere w ill he riv d railway liuet alonn 
tbe north and south banks of tb* Obio 
river. 

Ttie mairiiificent C. and 0. system is 
now in successful operation along the 
sonib abor*, and tbare have b*en a»Teral 

surveys for a line aloiiK the north shore, 
but aside from tbe surveys nothing much 
has ever be«n don* to oomplat* tb* link 
between Portsmouth and Cincinnati. Ii 
is claimed tbat a road can be built along 
tbe north bank at a much less expense 
than it co(t to complete the Cincinufti 
division of the 0. and O., and it runa 
through just as rich a territory. 

The indications now point tu a fulfill 
ment, at no distant day, of the prediction 
mentioned at the commencement of this 
article. The Portamouth Preaa says: 
"Another railroad sebem* has been in 
proceH.-i of incubation for some time, and 
the news of it ome from one high in rail- 
road aotbority. 

"The Norfolk and Western la now 
building into Ironton. As tbe Scioto 
Valley division Is nnder this system it 
affords .in outlet to the north. The most 
pricticable western route is now being 
considered. It was at first deemed advis- 
able toah-orb the 0. and N. VV. Railway 
(from Pods-niouth to Cincinnati). But 
one of the leading m.ignates siys that 
this idea has been dropped, as tbe terri- 
tory through which it passes in noway 
compares to that of a route oontigoous to 
the Ohio liver. 

"Tbe tfost of buying and putting the 
0 and N. W. Railway into proper shap , 
equippiag it whb tb* nnceasary rolling 
6tuck, and the diiTerenee in tb* earnings 
of the two ro.ids, will build a line down 
the Ohio Valley, through the lich free- 
sion* and limeaton* flelda. 

'"In all probahility,' said the official, 
'you will see tbe I^urfidk and Western 
extended to OInoinnati, via tb* riv*r 
route, before a great while, with swiitihes 
to the Carey's Run and Buena Vista 
stone quarries.' " 

The Norfolk and Western is now being 
extended from lioanoke, Va., to Ceredo, 
\V. Va., wiiere tbe Ohio river is to be 
bridged, and th* line from that point 
down to Portsmouth is about finished. 
The N. and W. recently acquired the 
Scioto Valley, which give* it a direct line 
to Oolumbus, 0., and th*- North, and it 
has lately purchaaed the Sbeaandoab 
Valley Road, wbiqb gives it a dir«ct line 
to Washington City. If it should now 
complete the link between Portsmouth 
and Oincinnati, along the north bank of 
the rivar, it would prove a forniidabl* re- 
vival to the 0. and 0 svstem.

This seemed to euraite the drunken 
man, and thrusting the tbe pistol against 
Qrooms' stomach, he sai*! "Well, I'll just 
shoot you," pulling I lie trigger at the same 
inatant. Grooms fell mortally wounded. 
His father-in-law, J. Hempleman, lives 
near by, and Wilmoth ordered tbe by- 
standers to carry the body to tbe Hem- 
pleman house. U* th*n rod* to West 
Union for a doctor, r*torn*d and finding 
tliat the wound was a fatal one pk'pped 
out. Grooms lingered until Sunday 
morning-. 

Wilmoth escaped to Lewis County, and 
Conatable Stevenson, of Concord, tele- 
graphed to Oaptain Heflin laal night, 
offering him |20 tO go to Tollesboro and 
make the arrest. Tbe accused is said (o 
be stopping at th* bom* of Jim Franda, 
two miles back of Tollesboro. He is 
much nearer Concord than Maysville, 
and Mr. Stevenson's action in tbe matter 
needs a little explanation. Captain Hef- 
lin didn't go to Tollesboro, and as far aa 
knowsi Um B«idw«r is still at Ui|*.
